With Much Business Transacted 


A lengthy business session was the 
order at the regular monthly meeting 
of the Vulcan town council on Mon¬ 
day evening. All councillors with 
Mayor King and A. J. Flood, secre¬ 
tary, were present 

The minutes of the last meeting 
were read and confirmed. 

A letter from R. W. Simington was 
read in farm of a resignation from 
the fire brigade and on motion of Ul¬ 
rich the same was accepted. 

- A resignation from position of fire 
chief by W. E. Butchart was read and 
accepted. 

The report of the Okotoks-High 
River Health Unit milk test was read 
and accepted on motion by Allan. 

A letter was read from the town of 
Three Hills asking information on the 
hawkers’ and peddlers’ fee in Vulcan. 
The secretary was instructed to an¬ 
swer the letter. 

Correspondence from the Vulcan 
Garage and Machine Shop was read 
regarding acceptance of a cheque on 
taxes. On motion of McLaggan the 
cheque was accepted. 

A number of accounts were read 
and passed for payment on motion of 
Wolfe. , 

J. Dobbs Jr., interviewed the coun¬ 
cil re the rental agreement for cis¬ 
tern owned by the Imperial hotel. 
This matter was left in the hands of 
the fire committee. 

While present, Mr. Dobbs gave a 
synoptic review of the finances of the 
Elks’ hockey team and stated that 
the complete statement would be is¬ 
sued in two weeks’ time. 

Members of the Vulcan school 
board were present and the chairman, 
Pete McAskile, interviewed the coun¬ 
cil on the matter of carry-over of 
funds from last year’s requisition, 
Satisfactory explanation was given 
by A. J. Flood on this matter. 

L. H. Stack, K.C, representing a 
delegation of bondholders of the 
Canadian Legion, Vulcan Branch, B. 
E.S.L., who were present at the meet 
ing, interviewed the council re a 
grant sufficient to withdraw the prop 
erty from the tax sale as protection 
for the bondholders. The subject 
was discussed and on motion of Wolfe 
the matter was tabled for a special 
meeting to be held on Monday next. 

C. Ottewell interviewed the council 
about business tax for dry cleaning 
truck. This matter was tabled for 
the special meeting. 

Moved by Brown that councillors 
Wlolfe, Allan and McLaggan be ap¬ 
pointed relief committee. Motion car¬ 
ried. 

Mayor King was appointed repre¬ 
sentative of the town to the Okoioks- 
High River Health Unit on a motion 
made by Wolfe. 

Assessment by-law No. 68, adopt¬ 
ing the 1932 assessment for the year 
1933 was passed on motion made by 
Wolfe. The three readings of the by¬ 
law were carried on motions made by 
Allan, Ulrich and Brown respective¬ 
ly- 

Business tax by-law No.’ 69 basing 
assessment on floor space as in 1932, 
was adopted and on motions by Wolfe 
Ulrich and McLaggan was given first 
second and 'third readings. 

Moved by Wolfe that all renters be 
required to pay delinquent taxes ow¬ 
ed by Owners in rent Motion carried. 
. Moved by Ulrich that suit be insti¬ 
tuted against any property the coun¬ 
cil see fit providing they have the 
power. Motion carried. 

On motion made by Wolfe,. Vi K D. 
Allan was made fire chief and selec¬ 
tion of firemen was left in the hands 
of the fir cnmmiti* e 

Moved by Wolfe that measures at 
the council’s command be adopted in 
business tax collections. Motion car¬ 
ried. 

Expenditure estimates were then 
presented and reductions were • evi¬ 
dent in many items. , An estimated 
sum of $14,700 will be required. With 
the school board requisition of $12,- 
000 and hospital set at $17,063. 

Much discussion was held over the 
budget and the hour was late when 
the meeting adjourned.

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. GOT YOUR LICENSE? 

' Automobiles have burst forth this week, in licenses of 
saffron, displacing the more chaste black and white, or 
whatever it was that lingered under the dirt of last year. 
The new licenses are something along the shade of spring 
daffodils, though much, much more bilious. It is a nice 
shade for this year. 

Previous to March first, a 1933 license looked somewhat 
ostentatious and haughty, and practically nobody had one. 
But the warning of the R.C.M.P. on March first, had its 
effect, and citizens of town and country dug deep into 
their jeans to find the $20.00 toll. Those who did not, had 
to dig still deeper on Monday when their days of grace 
had expired. 

It is understood that there are to be later “adjust¬ 
ments” in the price if m<>tor licenses, and that they are 
to be reduced. It seems a pitv that this adjustment could 
not have been arrived at prior to M arch 1. If the redac¬ 
tion becomes effective, it means that the individual who 
badly needs the money himself, has been obliged to loan, 
the government $5.00 or whatever it may be, for a month 
or two months, without interest. In the meantime, the 
government has the use of the money, but eventually will 
have extra expense and labor in checking back the re¬ 
fund. It does not seem a particularly business-like way 
of functioning, but it may relieve government stringency 
> temporarily. And certainly, when or if, the refund i,s 
made it will be welcome. 

The extra one cent gas tax will, over the year’s course, 
no doubt, make up for any reduction in the license fees, 
and in the long run, will amount to about the same as if 
the license had remained as last year. 

VISIBLE TO ALL 

On Friday, Mr. Bennett said in the House, “I am open 
to conviction always,” whereupon Mr. Lapointe remarked, 
“The Prime Minister is improving.” This led to the fol¬ 
lowing interesting little digression by Mr. Bennett: 

“I realize more and more every day what are the con¬ 
ditions in this country and the burdens we have to carry, 
and I endeavor to adapt myself as best I may to the con¬ 
tinuance of the burden.

price of farm products and a bettering of the lot of the 
agrarian population.

SOUND MANAGEMENT 

It is refreshing in these troublous times /4o find evi¬ 
dence of careful and conscientious management in public 
bodies and the smaller towns in Alberta furnish a vivid 
illustration of the advantages of a capable administration 
continued over a period of years. 

Commissioner Stephenson has prepared some figures 
from the financial statements of twelve Alberta towns 
and from these figures some interesting facts emerge. 
The towns included are towns north of Macleod, with 
populations from one thousand to three thousands, viz., 
Red Deer, population 2394; Stettier 1219; Drumheller 
2987; Vegreville 1658; Camrose 2258; High River 1469; 
Macleod 1447; Hanna 1490; Innisfail 1024; Olds 1056; 
Claresholm 1156; and Lacombe 1259. The statements of 
all these towns are good, and Red Deer compares very 
favorably with any of them. Of the twelve, nine of them 
have money in the bank and only three have any bank 
liability at all. In fact, when all the 1932 payments due 
to school and hospital districts are deducted, there is stiH 
a credit cash balance among the twelve of more than 
■'•25,000. In addition to the.^e to\Vns, Didsbury with a pop¬ 
ulation of 801 has $16,880.96 in the bank, and there are 
doubtless many other communities in first-class financial 
shape. — 

It is a remarkable achievement at any time for any 
public body to show a surplus, subject as it is to continual 
pressure from interested parties for expenditures favor¬ 
able to themselves. 

For not one public body, but a dozen, to show favorable 
statements in a time of serious financial difficulty, is al¬ 
most unheard of, but that-is what has been done by these 
Alberta towns, and the ratepayers in Red Deer and the 
other towns are deeply indebted to the Mayors, Council¬ 
lors and Secretary-Treasurers who have given their skill 
and time for the benefit'-of their fellow-citizens. 

Compare this administration with that of the big finan¬ 
cial organizations in the east, the pulp and paper industry 
say, and the balance is heavily on the side of the small 
Alberta communities. In fact, it is doubtful whether any 
of the larger cities could show figures as good. It is a 
fine record.—Red Deer Advocate. 

AUTOMOBILE PRICES 

The Financial Post gives a comparison of automobile 
prices in Canada and United States. It quotes prices on 
those cars whose factory list price is below $1000, and it 
shows that prices are greater in Canada by amounts 
varying from 25 to 55 per cent. The Post table quotes 
prices on those makes which accounted for more than 75 
per cent, of the total automobile sales in Eastern Canada 
in 1932.

"The existing industrial, financial and economic order 
with its blind and cruel greed, with its extravagance and 
ita poverty, its luxuries and its miseries, it waste and its 
chaos, with its ten of millions of honest workers reduced 
to eating the bread of charity whilst the riches of Provi¬ 
dence are rotting in the fields because they are not per¬ 
mitted to reach the needy; with its slums where no hu¬ 
mane man would house his cattle; with its nations organ¬ 
izing to starve and slaughter each other—this system has 
been tried and found wanting. The evidence against it is 
accumulating and the proofs are now as high as the heav¬ 
ens. They are visible to all men. It cannot escape con¬ 
demnation. 

Are these the views of a statesman or of a disappointed 
politician? It will seem to those who have given the mat¬ 
ter thought that they are the views of a statesman, or, at 
any rate, statesmanlike views. The question, then, is this: 
If Mr. Bennett is as fully cognizant of the conditions as 
he implies, how can be reconcile his cognizance with poli¬ 
cies and practices which are so inimical to recovery?"— 
Ottawa Citizen. 

DENMARK DRASTIC 

Relief measures just rushed through the Danish Parlia¬ 
ment represent, one of the most extreme steps in state 
control of industry and finance yet- taken by any country. 
This move, made in the face of growing unemployment 
and diminishing foreign trade, is an attempt to mitigate 
the evils of one and foster the other. 

In fixing the krone at 22% to the English pound, Prem¬ 
ier Theodor Stauning is acting for the agricultural popu 
lation, which depends largely on the English trade to ab¬ 
sorb Danish bacon and dairy products. Unemployment re¬ 
lief is expected to be furthered by several of the new 
enactments. Large expenditures for public works are 
planned, while property taxes are to be reduced by a 
transfer of public expenditures from lnrsl authorities to 
the state. To force investments into the bond market and 
agricultural loans, the Government has prohibited the pay 
ing of interest on bank deposits in excess of 3t4 per cent. 

By far the most drastic step, however is a law that 
prohibits all stakes and lockouts for a period of one year. 
The only vociferous complaint to this came from the 
Communists, who staged a riotous demonstration in pro¬ 
test against the interference with the»right to strike. Yet 
this unprecedented measure was passed to forestall plans 
of certain employers for a lockout which would have af¬ 
fected some 160,000 workers. 

Presenting his case to the public over the radio on Jan¬ 
uary 28, Premier Stauning declared, “A lockout in times 
like these would be madness and would be a disaster for 
Denmark.” The following day he asked Parliament for 
the law, which was speedily passed. 

This drastic experiment in state control of industry and 
finance will be watched with keen interest by the rest of 
the world. The effect should be an immediate rise in the

look as if the tariff is working to the full extent in spite 
of the declaration of the Conservative leaders in the last 
election campaign that the tariff must not be used to 
boost prices. There never was time when Canadians’ 
incomes were lower, when our factories were working on 
shorter time; yet here we have the goods which Cana¬ 
dians wish to buy being increased in price by exclusive 
tariffs. The result is that buying is at its lowest ebb, em¬ 
ployment is falling off, and all Ottawa appears to be able 
to do about it is to paint black pictures and issue warn¬ 
ings. 

CURIOUS NOT SCARED. 

, ■ 

Canadians on the whole are a sturdy lot. After three 
years on the firing line of the current war of depression, 
they are fairly hard-boiled. And all this shrieking about 
Moscow and the horrible consequences of socialistic 
thought leaves them cold. Despite all propaganda the 
moderationists out in the sticks are viewing the socialis¬ 
tic suggestions of Progressive members quite calmly, and 
trying in their limited way to weigh the virtues of this 
side and that. They are not afraid, but they are intense¬ 
ly interested. 

The current argument is how labor and agriculture are 
going to unite in one common purpose. If these two 
powerful elements of the country can bring themselves 
to making mutual sacrifices in order to produce some 
workable scheme for general advancement, they will have 
accomplished something tangible toward co-operation. 
The evidence of an honest desire for co-operation will 
have to come from the top, and if it does, it will have a 
real influence. 

The history of the country, howevei has shown the in¬ 
terests of these two uniting bodies to have been antagon¬ 
istic. High freight rates have been a great disadvantage 
to the farmer, yet high freight rates are a consequence 
of trainmen's unions. Machinery costs have laid a heavy 
burden on the farmer, yet skilled workmen have combined 
to demand high wages. The same with all manufactured 
goods which the farmer must buy. On the present scale 
of returns, there is great disparity between raw and man¬ 
ufactured goods. It would look more^ reasonable if capi¬ 
tal and labor were united against farmer. It is the diffi¬ 
culty of harmonizing labor and farm interests which is 
engaging people at present, not the “red” herring of Rus¬ 
sia. If the leaders of both factions- can compromise to 
bring into greater harmony t|e unequal ratio between 
farm returns and labor returns, if they can draft a policy 
acceptable to their great followings, they will have accom¬ 
plished something worthy the claim to co-operation and 
in the interests of the common weal. 

Added to these two great elements in Canadian eco¬ 
nomic life, there must not be forgotten, the thousands 
who belong to neither group, but who are equally inter¬ 
ested in any policy which will remove some of the disabili 
ties under which they suffer. They are on the outside 
looking on. But they are looking on with interest, with¬ 
holding judgment until a later stage.

TRADE MARK FOR 
RED LABEL BEEF 

Of local interest is the following 
news from the Lethbridge Herald: 

For the first time in the history of 
Canada live cattle will this spring go 
to market with a registered trade 
mark stamped on each animal. The 
trade mark will be “R.L.” in a six- 
inch circle in red paint, and will stand 
for Red Label. 

The Red Label association of 
Southern Alberta, after long effort, 
and with the help of Hon. George 
Hoadley, Alberta minister of agricul¬ 
ture, has secured a federal govern¬ 
ment trademark for Red Label beef 
animals. A certain standard isbeing 
set before the trademark JHb be 
placed on any of the animal^w and 
only those animals in any lot which 
come up to “R L” standard will get 
the mark. 

“The Red Label Beef association 
is the only organization in Canada 
which is in a position to breed, feed 
and market the kind of cattle Old 
Country consumers want,” said W. R. 
Brown, of Brown Abattoir Co., Man¬ 
chester, Eng., cattle importer who 
was in the city Tuesday, “and I am 
strongly in favor of trademarking 
those animals shipped to the Old 
Country which come up to Red Label 
standard. It will help in selling. We 
will be watching for them to come up 
the market and I am sure they will 
build up a real demand which will be 
reflected in prices.”

To protect and beautify a farm 
home two things are required: first 
an idea, second a start at the work, 
t he idea will grow into a plan that 
will be in accord with the location oi 
me residence. When tne lines to 
north and west have been settled to 
take in the land that will be Squired 
for the complete working out' of a 
permanent nome scheme (uid this 
oelt of land is well'prepared) tree 
planting should be/ undertaken at 
once. Ur if natural shelter is avail¬ 
ably the clearing off and desirable 
shaping up could be given first atten¬ 
tion. 

This shelter belt will have an addi¬ 
tional utility purpose as it forms a 
snow trape for winter drifts. Trees 
m this shelter should be no closer 
than one hundred feet to any per¬ 
manent building lest the trapped 
enow "become an inconvenience. Tnis 
protection set out is distinct from 
the home grounds planting. Adja¬ 
cent to or in wooded area^ the kind 
of trees to use may be determined 
largely by the trees that are native 
to tne district Nature has been se¬ 
lecting these species over the centur¬ 
ies and may well be heeded as a 
guide. Evergreens should be exten¬ 
sively in a locality where they have 
been strewn lavishly. Evergreens 
give the delight of year round colour 
and set in the shelter belt they af¬ 
ford the very best of protection from 
prevailing winds. The open prairie 
farmer is denied the free use of ever¬ 
greens that are so easy -of employ¬ 
ment by the western slope foothill 
home maker. For windbreak pur¬ 
poses nothing better can be found 
than the native spruce. Nature never 
made a more beautiful tree than the 
spruce with its spread of branch at 
the ground and then carried up in an 
even conical form until complete in a 
finished apex. 

in deciduous trees the native black 
poplar is being used for shade pur¬ 
poses more and more as the years 
go by, and this use is fully justified 
by experience ‘ and observation. For 
the work of transplanting 'this hint 
should be given, use small trees one 
to two feet high, they are easily han¬ 
dled and adapt themselves more 
quickly to the change from transfer¬ 
ence than will the larger trees. In 
shifting all trees, but more particu¬ 
larly evergreen, do not expose roots 
for even a short Space of time to 
sun or air; soil, sacking and moisture 
are good aids in the moving of trees. 

With the shelter belt allowance will 
be made of space for a vegetable 
garden, or lack of moisture is a con¬ 
trolling factor, space for two gardens 
in order that one may be lying fal¬ 
low storing up the summer rains for 
use of vegetable plants of the suc¬ 
ceeding year.

The Turner Valley Gas Conserva¬ 
tion Board has completed its findings 
arid has presented its report to Leg¬ 
islature. 

The gas board advocates a daily 
total gas allowance for Turner Val- 
jey of 200,000,000 cubic feet daily out 
of which 10,000,000 cubic feet would 
be. set aside to meet any propration 
allowances for naphtha production 
which might be required in the case 
of new wells coming in. 

Question whether any compensation 
is due to oil companies, royalty hold¬ 
ers and 6thers who might suffer by 
the enforcement of gas conservation 
is left over until gas proration plan 
has been in’ force for, at least, a year. 
Then the question will be determined 
by some tody selected for that pur¬ 
pose. 

Gas Proration Plan 

As soon as it is found convenient, 
the present restricted production of 
gas in the TumeiaValley area will be 
replaced by a gas proration plan in 
which a gas production allotment 
will be made to each owner of oil and 
gas lands lying within the assumed 
bounda'ries of the productive gas hor¬ 
izon of the Turner Valley area. 

Any additional allotment of gas 
arising out of the bringing into pro¬ 
duction of new wells, or for any other 
reason, will be met out of any avail¬ 
able allotment not being used, and, 
if necessary, by an increase in the 
total daily allotment. 

Long Valley Lifetime 

The board estimates that under the 
present plan, operation of the field 
will be continued for approximately 
seven years down to a pressure of 
100 pounds and production will suf¬ 
fer further curtailment from time to 
time. 

“It is impossible to estimate the 
length of time the field will produce” 
the report states. “The estimate of 
the immediate and ptospective re¬ 
quirements of gas for domestic and 
industrial use offers little difficulty. 
The annual consumption of the gas 
company’s system at the present 
time is approximately seven billion 
cubic feet. Another billion cubic 
feet or so is used by the Imperial re¬ 
fineries and a certain amount will be 
used in the field An estimated re¬ 
quirement of ten billion cubic feet 
per year for the next few years 
would appear reasonable.” 

Allotments 

Imperial subsidiaries and Imperial 
contract companies are given a total 
daily gas allowance of 128,202,000 
cubic feet out of the approximate 
daily total field allowance of 200,000,- 
000 cubic feet. 

Independent companies are given a 
daily gas allotment of 45,439,000 cut>- 
ic feet and owners of non-producing 
holdings in the valley are allowed 
16,352,000 cubic feet of gas daily. 

A daily total of 10,000,000 cubic 
feet is reserved for division among 
new wells which may be brought into 
production in future. 

The Royalite company is given the 
largest allowance, 48,881,000 cubic 
feet daily. Next in line is Mercury, 
an independent, with 14,174,000 cubic 
feet daily. The lowest gas allow¬ 
ance is given Derrick Oils, a non¬ 
producing company. The allotment is 
only 16,000 cubic feet daily,, not suf¬ 
ficient to produce a barrel of oil.

He would 
have to keep 30 sheep for a year and 
shear them in order Ur sell fleeces 
enough to buy a suit of underwear.

Almost 300 medical contracts are 
now signed with the Cardston medi¬ 
cal contract committee and the two 
Cardston doctors, with the first year 
of the operation of the medical con¬ 
tract here coming to a close on March 
1.’ The year has been satisfactory 
beyond the hope of any of the com¬ 
mittee or the doctors either for that 
matter with the full year’s salary 
of the doctors, having been paid 
monthly since March 1, 1932, there 
still remains in the bank more mon¬ 
ey than at the time of the guarantee 
first being given to them by the con¬ 
tract committee, and renewals for 
the next year are coming in rapidly. 

Despite all success in a financial 
way which the contract has proved 
either to the doctors or the patients, 
the contract according to almost any 
one of the 300 one might ask, is that 
they have been given excellent ser¬ 
vice by the doctors, that they have 
secured a greater measure of health 
than they had hoped to gain, and pre¬ 
vention of disease and complications 
has been the keynote of all the doc¬ 
tors’ treatment.

Income Tax Returns under the Provincial Income Tax are 
now due and should be filed with the Supt. of Income Tax Qu’Ap- 
pelle Bldg., Edmonton before March 31st, 1933. 

Forms may be procured from any Provincial government of¬ 
fice or from any bank or direct from the Superintendent of In¬ 
come Tax, Edmonton. 

All persons residing, employed or carrying on business in Al¬ 
berta are liable to a tax on Income subject to-the exemptions pro¬ 
vided for in the Act. 

Full information re exemption and method of filing returns is 
contained on the forms themselves. Avoid penalty by filing now.

Good prices for your Livestock 


A study showing the comparison 
between the cost of Govern¬ 
ment In Canada and the farm 
value of all field crops has been 
prepared by W. Sanford Evans 
and released for the National 
Committee on economy In public 
finance by the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce. The study, as Il¬ 
lustrated by the chart, Indicates 
that In 1913 the total sum expend¬ 
ed by governments for ordinary 
purposes was equal to 50 per cent, 
of the farm value of all field crops 
In Canada. In 1931 Govern¬ 
ments expended a sum equal to 
21$ per cent of the value of all 
field crops. 


As prices were exceptionally 
low and yield not high In 1931, 
another comparison Is added. The 
average value of all field crops 
for the 5 years, 1927-1931, includ¬ 
ing three years of good prices, 
was $866,000,000, while the ordin¬ 
ary expenditures of governments 
In 1931 were $920,000,000. 

Whereas in 1913 a sum equal to 
one-half the value of the field 
crops sufficed to meet ordinary 
government expendlturee, a stags 
has now been reached where tbs 
average value of all field crops 
falls short by many millions of 
dollars of meeUng the ordinary 
requirements of governments.
